"Cow Sense" And Study Of 
Markets Still Pay Off In 
Glades Cattle 


The honeymoon's over! 

The balloon prices of steaks 
on the hof and other prelimin- 
ary and complimentary cattle 
activities have been stricken by 
the great leveller — supply and 
demand. It's not wholly the 
Republicans’ fault, as some 
donkey-sympathizers have said. 

More embryonic cattlemen 
have made their appearance 
during '50, '51 and '52 than ex- 
isted before that time — the 
butcher, the baker and the can- 
dle-stick-maker and the sub- 
stantial business man with in- 
come in the higher brackets, as 
well as the white-collar folks. 
` Theoretically, all were right— 
"there's money in them thar 
cows" — and there are great tax 
advantages to the high income 
individual in a properly operat- 
ed breeding herd.
